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PREFACE: 


N my Practice of teaching the Common 
WA Grammar for ſore Years, I obſerved 
many Deficiences, and Obſcurities there- 
in; which having ſupplied, and ex- 
plain'd in a ſmall Manuſcript, J after- 
ards made uſe of it for ſome Time in 
my School : But finding too great an Inconvenience 
in uſing theſc Additions, c. ſeparate from the other 
Rules in the Grammar, I was induced to collect 
what was moſt material relating to each Part of 
Speech; which I digeſted into as good a Method as J 
could, adding thereto the moſt neceſſary Notes: This 
Collection I made uſe of inſtead of the common Gram- 
mar for a conſiderable Time; during which, I omitted 
no Opportunity of making ſuch Additions and A- 
mendments, as in my Practice 1n teaching, and read- 
ing the Works of Learned Grammarians, I found 
neceſſary : Afterwards I communicated it to man 
Perſons well vers'd in Grammar Learning, ſeveral of 
whom approv'd of it fo well, that they perſuaded me it 
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would be acceptable to many School Maſters, if print- 
ed for publick Uſe: This I was the more willing 
to aſſent to, when I found, that according to my Re- 
queſt, moſt of them ( peruſing my Manuſcript ) fa- 
voured me with their Animadverfions in Writing; by 
which Means, I confeſs, I made ſeveral Corrections and 
Amendments in my Work. 

As I have, in the compiling of this Introduction, 
taken a Method ſomewhat different from that of the 
common Grammar ; it will therefore be proper here, 
to give ſome Account thereof ; in order that the 
Reader may more readily underſtand how to make uſe 
of it to Advantage. 

1. The Text, or moſt material Part, which is ne- 
ceſſary for Boys to commit to Memory, is printed in 
a larger Character, amongſt which the ſmall Letters *, 
> ©, Fc. refer to the ſame Letters in the Margin, un- 
der the black Line ; where ſomething 1s added, relating 
to what they are placed before in the Text, either 
by way of Explication, or Enlargement thereupon : 
which may be proper for Boys to read over, and have 
explained to them, at the ſecond or third Time of 
going over the Text, 

2. Such Notes as are molt uſeful, and even ſome 
| Jeſs neceſſary, (where there was Room enough for 
them) are added, fo as to be either in the ſame Page, 
or in that oppoſite to the Text they belong to; and 

rinted in a ſmaller Character : The Manner and 
Times of uſing which, muſt be as every Maſter ſhall 
ſee convenient. 

3- Other Notes more curious, or not immediately 
neceſſary, I have added to the End, by way of Appen- 
dix, under diſtinct Heads; the Notes under each, both 
here, and alſo in thoſe adjoining to the Text, being 
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generally numbered 1. 2. 3. Sc. for the eaſier remem- 
bring, or finding them upon any Occaſion. 

The Text is therefore as a ſmall Compendium; which, 
with the References and Notes adjoining thereto, and 
the Appendix together, will, I believe, be found to 
contain much more than any other Book of the ſame 
Subject and Price. 

The Paradigms of the Declenſions will be found plain 
and eaſy for a Boy to underſtand, and learn with Ex- 
pedition; for the Terminations of each Caſe (before 
which the radical Leiters are to be put) being alone, 
will the better inform him how to vary other Nouns, 
after theſe Examples, into their ſeveral Caſes. I have 
given but one Example to each Declenſion, which 1 
think much better than to add Examples of all the di- 
verſity of Exceptions; ſuch as, Filia, of the firſt; 
Magiſter, Puer, and Regnum, of the ſecond; Mare, 
Leo, Calcar, Lapis, and Corpus, of the third; and 
Lacus and Cornu of the fourth, Sc. which are tedious 
to learn by Heart, and burdenſome to the Memory; 
and after all, the Scholar would not be able to judge 
which of theſe is the exact Example for him to follow, 
in declining a Word ; which Inconveniences may be 
here prevented (the Learner being more readily and 
ſafely inſtructed ) if he is made to underſtand well the 
Text below the Paradigm, with the Notes of the firſt 
Declenſion, the firſt Note of the ſecond Declenſion, 
the ſecond and third Notes of the third Declenfion, 
and the firſt and fourth Notes of the fourth Declenſion, 
Sc. and made to decline Examples of each Kind fre- 
quently, while he is learning theſe Notes; after which 
he will rarely commit an Error. 

Altho' I have omitted the Yocative Caſe, in order to 
ſhorten the Paradigm, which gives the leſs Trouble to 
the Learner ; nevertheleſs, if any Teacher mY 
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think this Omiſſion to be a Fault, he may eaſily 
cauſe the Scholar to repeat the Vocative always after 
the Nominative (for they are too nearly allied to be 
ſeparated ) after he underſtands the firſt Note below 
the Paradigm, 

The following Caſes are thought to ſtand in a con- 
venient and proper Order ; for when all theſe Caſes 
happen to be in the ſame Sentence, the Genitive may 
be govern'd of the Nominative, as well as of another 
Caſe ; a Verb muſt follow; the Accuſative comes pro- 
perly next after; then the Dative, and then the Abla- 
tive. Example, The Son of God has procured Salvation 
for Manzind by his precious Blood. See Blackwell's Gram. 
p. 22. The Genitive is placed after the Nominative, 
rather than after any of it's following Caſes, becauſe 
it is uſed in every Dictionary, to ſhew what Declenſion 
the Word is of. 

I have found, by continued Experience, that a Boy 
will more readily learn to read and underſtand theſe 
Paradigms of the Moods and Tenſes, than he can thoſe 
in the common Grammar; and they are by ſo much 
the eaſier to be committed to Memory and retained, 
as they are the more compact, and methodical ; all the 
Moods and Tenſes, in each Scheme, being compre- 
hended in two oppoſite Pages under one View. 

In the Preſent and Imperfect Tenſes of the Indica- 
tive and Subjunctive Moods of the Active Form, I 
have omitted the Signs do and did, which are ſeldom 
uſed, except in Interrogative Sentences: I have alſo 
omitted ſome other Signs, Sc. which are a conſide- 
rable Impediment to Boys, and have oftentimes led 
them into Errors, which Inconvenience I have endea- 
voured to avoid, by inſerting them in the Notes after- 
wards, where I had Liberty to expreſs when and after 
what Manner they are uſed; which in my Judgment 
dot! læſs embarrais, and more inſtruct. The 
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The Verbs and allo the Verbals, viz. Gerunds, Par- 
ticiples, and Supines, are diſpoſed of in ſuch Order, 
that a Perſon, by caſting his Eye on the Schemes, 
may immediately ſee after what Manner the other 
Words are formed of their Roots or principal Words: 
The firſt Supine being the Root of the latter Supine, 
and Participles of the Perfect Tenſe and Future in 
urus; and the fir} Perſon Singular of the Indicative 
Preſent and Perfect Tenſes, the Roots from whence all 
the reſt naturally ſpring. I did once intend to add 
Rules for finding the Pr. Perfect Tenſes and Supines 
and alſo for the Genders of Nouns : But rather than 
advance the Book to a larger Price, I thought proper 
to omit them, fince Dyche*'s Vocabulary (uſed in many 
Schools) will ſufficiently ſupply this Defect of the 
Verb, in the plaineſt Manner ; which a Boy will 
much ſooner learn by heart, than he can As in pre- 
ſenti, ſo as to underſtand it well. And the Rules for 
Genders are in every Grammar, and alſo in ſome of 
the beſt Exerciſe Books, for turning Engliſh into 
Latin ; ſo that it may be as proper to learn theſe Rules 
about the ſame Time, or in the ſame Book, in which 
the Rules of Conſtruction are learn'd. 

If this Introduction prove acceptable to the Publick, 
and be receiv'd in Schools, perhaps, I may add theſe 
Rules for the Genders and Verbs, in another Im- 
preſſion. 

That Boys might meet with as little Incumbrance 
as poſſible in declining irregular Verbs, J have expreſs'd 
the Conjugation of each in the Indicative Mood Preſent 
Tenſe, and omitted all, in thoſe Moods and Tenſes 
where they are regular, according to their reſpective 
Conjugations. | 

I have not only endeavour'd to render the whole as 
plain, eaſy, and methodical as poſſible ; but the Text 
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eſpecially as ſhort, and comprehenſive, as the Nature 
thereof would admit; and I hope it's Diſpoſition, and 
Manner of being printed, will allo be of a conſiderable 
Advantage to the Learner: For, if what is proper 
to be inſerted among Notes, to be occaſionally referred 
to, or fit to be learnt ſome time afterwards z or other- 
wiſe, Notes themſelves be interſpers'd among the Text, 
( Things too common in Works of this Nature) it 
creates too much Embarraſment, Every Head and 
chief Member being ſo printed, as to be obvious as 
ſoon as the Book is opened ; and the Text with the 
adjoining Notes belonging to each particular, being to 
be ſeen at one View, without turning over a Leaf, will, 


I preſume, be very beneficial to the Learner, in aſſiſt. 


ing him to find ſpeedily what he has Occaſion to 
ſearch for, and allo to retain Things in Mind when 
found out. 

Laſtly, after the Appendix, I have added a pretty 
large Collection of Grammatical Terms, placed in an 
Alphabetical Order, with their Explanation ; and alſo 
XXVII different Grammatical Exerciſes, to try the 
Scholar's Judgment, and improve him by Practice 
upon the moſt material and uſeful Articles of the In- 
troduction,
